CHAPTER TWENTY-EIGRT aroused a great deal of interest 
“Tt is a wise father that knows| throughout the Empire because 


his own child ”

When the 


George the Sixth returned from 
his tours of Australia, New 
Zealand, and other sections of 
the Empire on June 27th 1927, 
where he had been accompanied 
by his wife, the preeent Queen 
Elizabeth, it was the laat Empire 
trip that he undertook, although 
this was not realized at that 
time. Owing to a number of 
Causes beyond his control, his 
services as representative of the 
King were required at home and 
he conld not undertake any voy- 
age which demanded his absence 
from the British Isles for any 
lengthy period. Towards the 
end of 1928, his father, the late 
King George the Fifth,’ was quite 
sick, and time and again, he had 
to replace the eovereign at cer- 
tain functions. Then again, he 
was the only son of the King 
who remained at home since his 
other brothers were abroad.and 
this brought some responsible 
tasks to his office Furthermore. 
he travelled in all parts of Eng- 
land, Sootland and Wales in 
tours of inspection and in this 
way it rounded out a yery busy 
year of public service.

returning later in the same year 
for a ceremonial in their honour 
given by the Municipal Council 
in Paris, In July of the same 
year, the present King...and 
Queen flew to the International 
Exposition in Brusee:s, This 
marked the first’ time that the 


| Queen had been in an aeroplane 


and the last. time that the King 
had visited a foreign country 
before bis accession to the throne 
as King George the Sixth, except 
for a brief and sad trip later io 
the year to represent his father 
at the funeral of Queen Astrid 
who was killed in a motoring 
accident, 


It is obvious that the second 
son of the King answered the 
calls of his father on many oc- 
casions, particularly when bis 
brothers were away or when the 
King bimeelf was unable to fulfill 
his affairs of state on account of 
poor health. This knowledge 
and experience really prepared 
him for the high task that he 
was to assume only a few years 
though at this time there 
was no reason to suspect what 
the future held io store for the 


isecond son of the King, whose 


personality, kindness, love of the 
people every where in the Empire. 
enthusiasm for bis public duties, 
and other qualities, made him a 
popular iJol of old and young, 
rich and pour, especially when 
his actions and his thoughts in-

Many farmers, in order to im- 
prove their crops, have wisely 
sown some Registered and Certi- 
fied need To. obtain the best 
results a field seeded with this 
high class material should have 
an alleyway of three feet or 
more wide. kept clear around ir, 
so that there is no chance uf the 
good material becoming mixed 
with adjoining lower aguality 
crops. 

Gophers, field mice and birds 
all carry seeds of other varieties 
into even the best fields; there- 
fore as soon as the plants have 
headed out, the farmer should 
walk through his seed field, and 
should pull out, by the roots, any 
plants that obviously do not be- 
long there; Thisis an operation 
that pays handsomely 

Some may desire to have their 
fields inspected next fall so that 
they can sell th+ seed in carlots, 
or sealed in the sack as Register- 
ed or Certified, 

If thie the intention then far- 
mers with Registered seed must 
communicate before July Ist, 
with Mr, W. T, G.. Weiner. 
Secretary of: the Cauadian Seed 
Growers’ Association, at Ottawa, 
and those with Certified seed 
should write to the District Sup 
ervisor of Production Services- 
Plant Productea, at Winnipeg, or 
Saskatoon, or Calgary, for «ach 
of the respective provinces. These 
gzentlemeu will then inform the 
farmer about the next steps to 
be taken,

Work for her own people and 
iiomes for helpless refugees are 
two things Canada must provide 
in order to preserve her national 
health and a place among nations 
who lead in simple, human 
decency. Individuals and gov- 
ernments must work together to 
accomplish this. A Committee 
ToAid Spanish Democracy, 
offices New York, publishes the 
following letter, sent by a refugee 
pastor in England. 


“My wife and children have 
been refugees here for more than 
one year. In all that time we 
have not been able to be togeth- 
er because the refuge in which 
they are admits only women and 
children. .Now that refuge is 
going to be closed and I do not 
know where my family is going 
to stay, becauseI do not wish 
that they return to Spain since | 
cannot go there. 

My greatest preoccupation 
now is my family, because I have 
no idea what I can do for them, 
I have offered myself tor teach- 
ing Spanish,. becauselam a 
qualified teacher trom the 
University of Barcelona; but I 
have not so far found anything 
in chis line. 

For the present it is not pos- 
sible for refugee pastors to return 
to Spain, Everyone who goes 
there is put in a concentration 
camp. Our evangelical churches 
are closed. All Protestant be- 
lievers are very much frightened 
because they are being dismissed 
trom their places of employment 
for no other reason than that 
they are Evangelicals. These are 
days of great trials for the gospel 
in Spain. A great many believers 
have been exiled and not u few 
are in concentration camps, 
where the life is indescribable 
on account of the sufferings they 
have ro endure. Almost all the 
pastors who are alive today are 
in exile. 

I know that some Americans 
have assumed responsibility tor 
the support of Spanish children, 
Could there be among your 
many friends in that country 
someone who would take care 
to help directly my four little 
daughters who are &, 7, 6, and 5 
years of age?
